Simple Dishes Can Have Real Appetite Appeal 


The round of mid-winter parties is about over 
and with the season of Lent at hand housewives 
are looking for dishes that are easy to prepare, 
yet have an appetite appeal. Here are three that 
the R. G. & E. Home Service Department 
suggests you try: 


TUNA FISH CROQUETTES 


3 T butter le milk 

3 T flour 2 t lemon juice 
Ve t salt Few grains cayenne 
4 t pepper 2 T finely chopped parsley 


2c flaked fish 


Melt the butter, add the flour, salt and pepper. 
Cook 1 minute, add the milk and bring to the 
boiling point, stirring constantly. Add the lemon 
uice, parsley, cayenne and ed fish. Cool. 
hape, roll in fine crumbs, dip in slightly beaten 
egg and then in crumbs. Fry in deep fat (380° F) 
3 to 5 minutes. Drain on unglazed paper. 1 c of 
boiled dressing may be used in place of the 
white sauce. 


BAKED STUFFED POTATOES 
Temperature: 400° F. Time: | to 14 hours 
6 baking potatoes % ¢ melted butter 
4% c hot milk 6 eggs 
1 t salt 
few grains pepper 
Scrub potatoes, rub with a little fat and bake 
in a preheated oven until done (about 1 hour). 
Slice off top, remove potato from shell. Mash 
well, adding milk, salt, pepper and butter. Stuff 
the shell leaving a space large enough to hold an 
one: Break an egg in each space and cover with 
cheese. Return to oven and bake until eggs are 
set (about 15 minutes). 


CHOCOLATE LOAF CAKE 
Temperature: 350° F. Time: 50 to 60 minutes 


4 T shortening 1 t soda 

1 © sugar 1g t salt 

1 egg 1 c sour milk or butter- 
2 sqs. chocolate milk 

144 ¢ cake flour 1 t vanilla 


Cream the shortening, add sugar gradually 
and the . Beat well. Add melted chocolate 
and blend. Mix and sift the flour, soda and salt 
and add alternately with the milk to the first 
mixture. Add vanilla. Pour into a buttered loaf 
tin and bake in a preheated oven. Cool and 
spread with icing.
